The idea of eonjjre.ss wtis that, in case 
of trouble with Canada, the way to bring 
tho |>rovince to its senses was to sto]) all 
trade with it. It is therefore interesting 
to inquire what that trade consists of; 
what we sell til Canada. .Vt the mitset 
We are confronted with a widespread dis- 
crepancy in the official figures of the two 
governments. Both the United States 
and Canada maintain bureaus of statistics 
and publish tables of imports and exports. 
'I'liey ought to agree, but they do not. 
The Canadian tables sliuw that Canada 
imported from the L'nited St-ates in 1880, 
merchandize valued at S50,4S(0,t>76, wliile 
tho United States tables only report an 
aggregate export to Canada for that year 
of «34,699,e60; dirterenco, 816,891,025, 
nearly 50 per cent. Our tables show that 
in 188(5 we imported 8!I89,!JOO in coin ami 
bullion from Canada; the Canadian tables 
say that Canada only exported $50,100 in 
all. It seems dilticult to explain such 
discropancies as these. Wo must, of 
course, assume that our tables are cor- 
rect, and that the Caiuuli.-in tables 
are wrong; althoU'gli it is curious 
that Canada should ligure out an aggre- 
gate importation from this country of 
^50,000,000 if the entries at Canadian 
custom-houses only footed u|) 834,000,- 
000. Thoro has probably been sonio 
pretty tall undervaluation going on at 
the Canadian custoin-housos. 

Taking our tables as correct, we tind 
that our exports to the British North 
.\moricai) [irovinc-js exceed our imports 
from those countries hy about W.) per 
cent. The following table will show, in 
millions, the interchanges fur the past 
seven years:

It woldd thus appear that so far as the 
volume of trade is concerned Canada buys 
of us 33 per cent, more than she sells us, 
and if the same rules applies to nations 
Bs to individuals we should lose more 
than C.'tnada by a suspension of inter- 
cotirsi). 

While our importations from Canada 
are altogether the products of the forest 
or farm, we send to Canada the products 

of tho workshop in tho sli.'vpe of irmi, 
stool, glass, le.-vther, pajier and wood iiicn- 
ufactures. .Several ot the exclianges are 
governed by considerations of propin- 
pinquity. Thus Peiin.syivania and (Jiiio 
ship coal to Ontario, while California im- 
ports coal from British Columbia. In 
sp'ite'of the duty wo take over §6,000,000 
worth of BHWod lumber from Canada, but 
we return over ?1,(M)0,000 worth of the 
Kunie in tho shajio of Hinooth logs and 
manufactin'efl of wootl. The average duty 
collected by (Janada on idl importations 
from the United States, including free and 
.ilutiable goods, is at present 5 01) pel' cent. 
The average duty on all iiniiortatioiis of 
dutiable goods into thu United Stales is 
something lens than 52 ])cr cent. 

Turning to what concerns this coast 
more immediately we find that tho pro- 
vince of British Columbia took from tho 
United States in 18(5(1 ^t2,2.".;{, l42 worth 
of goods.

Loxiio.s, .June 21.— The lirst da\ of tho 
51st year of the reign of Quoon Victoria 
opened with perfect summor woathor. At 
it o'clock tho lino of tho route was one 
compact mass of people, oveiybody, des- 
pite tho discomfort of orowtling, mani- 
fested tho best of gold liuinor. The 
scene ;it We.Htiuinster .\iiliey was most 
brilliant, ever" scit was JiUed and 
every personaL' ; present was a dis- 
tinguished ]iei': .uiane. It seemed as if 
every locality of tho world nver had 
sent one or more of itsroiireseiitative per 
sonages to do honor to England's i^iiiecii. 
When the Palace gjites were thrown open 
an iiniiittiisi! throng exteinled far awiiy in 
the Mall, beyond oven the seeming dis- 
tance of the pri ice.ssion. The eight li'iraes 
that drew ller Majesty were cre.-uii col- 
ored. The Queen sal I'acing the Imrses 
and sat alone. The I'rincess of Wales 
.'Old Princess Vicl-ona, the (.iiieen'K 
elde.'it child am) wil'i' of the Crown 
I'riiice of (ieriiiaiiy, occupied the other 
seat facing Ilor .Majesty. The Princes 
who rode as an escort to tlie carriage 
wont in the following order: Three 
abreast — Grand Duke Sergius of Rii.ssia, 
Prince Albert Victor of W.iles and Prince 
William of Piiissi.'i; Prince Henry of 
Prussia, I'riiice (Je.irge of Wales and the 
I li'i'cdilaij' ( Irand Duki' of Hesse; Prince 
of S,.ixe-Meiiiiugen, Prince Christian V^ic- 
tor uf Schleswig-llolsteinand Prince Louis 
of Hattenburg; Prince Christian of Schles- 
H ig-l lolstein. Crown Prince of (lernmny 
and tho (J rand Duke of Hesse. Two 
.'ilire.'ist I'riiice Henry of Batteiiburg 
and Manpiis of Loi-ne, and Duke of Con- 
naught and Prince of W^ales. 'J'he Duke 
of Cambridge rode alune. This escort, 
composed as it was entirely of t he sons, 
sons-in-law ;nid grandsons of the (^tueon, 
all brilliantly uniformod anil riding mag- 
nirii eiit horses elegantly caparisoneil, pre- 
sented a splendid a2)])earance. 

.-Ml almiL; Ihe route, as the Queen came 
in sight, cheering was started up afresh, 
and when she had proceeded a short dis- 
tance it became a mighty ro.'ir. The 
Queen was manifestly delighted. Her 
face wore constant sniiles. .She bowed 
tiiid thanked tlie iieojile, and when she 
recognized any of the (jcrsons, she fairly 
beamed with joy. Over her black cos- 
tume tho (^ueon woro a white lace gown. 
Her bonnet was of white netting cv lace, 
ivith inwrought coronet of diamonds. 
The procession was closed up by parties 
of the [jife riiiards and Indian troops. 

Punctually at 11:15 a. iii., the Queen, 
in im open carriage, ^emerged from the 
palace gates. When the royal procession 
reached Parliament street, it found the 
roads as densely crowded as before, and 
in some jilaces more so. The Queen 
gratefully aclciiowlcdged tho salutes and 
cheering of the occupants. Passing 
through Trafalgar Square into Pall Mall, 
tho noonday scene vcvas re-enactod. As 
the procession paned into St. James 
street the Queen tc/ok a long glance and 
smiled tit an aged lady who was at one 
of tho windows of the St. .lames palace. 
The aged lady was tho Duchess of Cam- 
bridge. Passing up .St. , lames street, tho 
whole of which was eliectually decorated, 
tho pageant again turned into Picadilly, 
which was literally packed. Tho on- 
thiisiastia sightseers, not content with 
one view, had rushed across St. James 
and Green Park to get another view in 
Picadilly. 

When the Queen reached the Abbey 
and tho royal peocession was forining in a 
uiari|uee outside of the west door tho 
.stite trumpeters in g.ild ami crimson uni- 
form executed "fanfarus" from the organ 
loft nearly in the centre of the odihce. 
When tho clergy at the head of tlie pro- 
cession moved idto the church, the na- 
tional anthem was rendered by the orgatt . 
Tho music was thrilling and the audience 
rose ;is x\ unit and lent their ten thousand 
voices to accoiup.-iiiy the choir. The etiect 
was so grand, so profound, that many 
])ersons were moved to tears. It was at 
this moment that the (.Jueeii appeared 
within the doors. Then the .singing of 
tho anthem ceasod. 

When the services, v.'hich wei'e con- 
ducted according to programnie, were 
coiii])leted the Queen's ions knelt and 
kissed her hand. Then on tl eir rising 
she kissod thoii' cheeks in tt rn. The 
princesses were the next to go thnuigh 
the oscillatory exercises, '! he Queen 
kissed some of the latter twice; especially 
was this notablb in tho lases of the 
Princess of Wales and PrincMs Beatrice. 
This was followed by a general hand 
shaking among the royalty and the no- 
bility. The princesses wore light dresses. 

THK SHCONn DAY. 

Lo.Niio.s, .luiie 22.— Tho British em- 
bassies in all the European cities were il- 
luminated last night ui honor of the jubi- 
lee. 

Dispatches from all parts of the world 
show that wherever there wiu'e English- 
men tho da)' was a])propriatelj' celebrated. 

The (.,)ueon arose early this morning and 
took a drive in the garden of Buckinp;- 
bam )>alace. Subsequently her majesty 
received guests, and then she visited t he 
Duchess of Cambridge, In the afternoon 
she received I lit! homage of foreign prin- 
ces and others, and the ]U'esents sent in 
commomoration of her jubilee. 

The jubilee demonstration was stu- 
pendous. The vast inultitudo, number- 
ing over 10,000,000 people, witnessed the 
great state pagetMit yesterday with per- 
fect oriler. Not liing occurred to mar the 
harmony of the great demonstration. The 
Hceno iireseiitetl liy the long lines of streets 
with endless floral vistas. Hags, banners 
and troiihies blended into the massed de- 
coration, and the ever-moving inumerable 
sea of faces, presenting marvellous ani- 
mation, loft an iniiirc ssion in tho minds 
of those who saw the pageant that it was 
all that bomidloBS wcall^^h, military pomp 
and illustrions rank could do to create 
and hoighton tho olfoct of tho State's 
show of loyalty, or to demonstrate the 
ati'ection of tho peoide for thoir sovereign, 
for yesterday's demonstration surpassed 
anything of the kind ever seen in Ktirope 
— in iiioilern times, at least, Tho day was 
glorious. Tho sunshine and atmosphere 
wore exceptionally pure for these lati- 
tii los. The sky was of the clearest bluo. 
TliO pi'o]ile who camped out all night, or 
had arisen early in the morning, in order 
bo Boouie pUoes^. pn tlie line' of march, 
pAued aploaitiKnt'tiiibe'every'nionient froni 



dB.wn till night. Sunrise saw the roads 
.converging towards the route of the pro- 
cession covered with crowds. By eight 
o'clock the mass of myriads along the 
route liecai'ie so compact that it was im- 
possible to move. 

The Quooii showed no ill ofl'octs after 
t he completion of the long and arduous 
duties. She was in excellent health. After 
a short rest on returning to tho palace 
she reviewed the naval brigade from 
Portsmouth. In the evening she enter- 
tained sixty-four royal guests at a banquet 
in her own room, and 132 men;bers of the 
various royal hour-oiiulds wore entertauted 
at other tables, at all of wliich the Queen's 
health was drank.

I'he laili of the evidence a<l- 
dueod to support these contentions was 
that the contract contiined no reference 
to the purchase of the rolling stock by the 
government and t hat the department of 
justice being reipirsted l)y the department 
of railways lenderetl an opinion to that 
effect; that the tirst award of the arbitrat- 
ors of $72,000 represented the actual 
value of tlio [ilani. .-iiidthat the additional 
sum paid .Mr. ' lii.un'ih.mk w.-is a I'l^ckle.ss 
waste of pnblu- mnuey; that one arliitrator 
protested agams! inrlu<hiig in the valua- 
tion the cost "t I i.iii.'ipcirtiug the rolling 
stock to British Columbia and the amount 
of duty paid thereon, and that the second 
award of the larger amount was made by 
a purely m;itheniari(-al pi-Mces.s. at the di- 
rection of the chli-f (.'iigineer of gov- 
erinnent railways. The tacts, as brought 
out in evidence, are these: Onderdonk 
& Co. in 1880 entered into a contract 
for the con.strucf ion of "-'Lo miles of 
the Canadian Tacitic railway in British 
Columbia, thai Im-mil; the gMvoriiment sec- 
tion, coiujih-ii-d the u(irk in 1885, 
when the govi,-i inueut took over the 
rolling stock. Three arbitrators were 
sent cjut to a[)|)i-ai8e the value of tiie 
plant and n.^porled it was worth §72,000, 
tJieir calculal h iu liriiicr hasi'd on tlie value 
of like mat ei-i.-il 111 I'lastcrn Caiiaila. The 
chief engineer, lii.wi'X'er. with the consent 
of the Minister of U.-iilwuys, ordered a 
new vahiat 1' m on the basis of the value 
of tlio rolling stock in this province, re- 
gard beiiigihad to the cost of transporta- 
tion here from the original place of pur- 
chiiso and the duties paid thereon, an in- 
Rtruotion lo thai olleet h;i\'ing lieen given 
in the first insti uctions t(j the arbitrators. 
The sucoud appraisement reached $1!)U,- 
000, and this sum was ])aid by the govern 
nient to Mr. < )ndei-donli. Now the whole 
tiuestiim hinges iiihui whct.lu-r t he govern- 
ment W)is boinid to take liver this rolling 
atock and to allow to the contractors for 
the cost of frmghl, to I'.ritish Columbia and 
customs duties. The Opposition contended 
it was not. Mr. Pope assarted that it 
was, and there was a diskinct understiind- 
iiig between the department of railways 
and the Clint raclur that the go\-ernment 
would buy the rolling stock on completion 
of the emu ract and allow for freight and 
duties, as a result of which the contract 
price for the railway w ork was less than 
it otherwise would have b(H;ii. iMi'. 
Schroiber, the chief iMiLjuu'cr, was to he 
the .;dualoi-. '['here is reason to support 
tliis statement. Tlii: Ondordoiik nuction 
in British Cohnubia was to be completed, 
by the terms of the contract, on .hily 1, 
1885. The Canadian Pacific railway com- 
pany was not required liy tlie contract to 
pierce through I he Kocky Mountains and 
reach the goveriiuient section in British 
Columbia until iH'.tl , si.K yeai s later. It 
was, therefore, in expectation when th 
contract .with Mr. ( )nderduiik was made 
that the govonnuoiit would recjuire to 
operate 215 miles in this province for 
some years and lor that purpose would 
be coiiipulled to purehase the rolling stock 
of the CMiitraclor. That the cost of 
freight *nd duties shoidd bo aihled is .i 
natural inference. Hut more than that, 
it was a matter of contract and the chief 
engineer of government railways was, by 
the same instrniiKUit , made solo arliitratoi' 
and interpriiter of (he contract. That, 
})oint being t^stahliKlieit the rest is clear. 
The value of rolling stock on the aput, 
972,0QOi phu the. cost of transportation, 
dutien and a fair allowance for the hi- 
croascd exjiense of coii.hI ruction of cars 
in British ( 'olumhiu In ings (lie valuation

COAL MINE EXPLOSIONS. 

Prof. Edward H. Williams, jr., of 
Lehigh university, writes to .Science to 
correct what he considers errors in the 
review of the brother Atkinson's report 
on explosions in coal ]niue8...JLSA synopsis 
of the report was published in The Col- 
onist, it is only right that tiiosu who 
read it should know what Mr. ^^'illiams 
has to say on the subject. "Ono or two 
statemonts therein," ho writes, "seem to 
convey an erroneous inipressimi, notably, 
'at the working faces, the dust is not a 
serious evil,' and Uljder.mmodial meas- 
ures, 'that watei"ing the i-oadways 

* * is of little avail as a means 
of preventing explosions, since th« uii])er 
dust in every instance is left undisturb- 
ed. ' The tirst 'luotation is manifestly an 
err:)r, as dust explosions can generiilly be 
traced to forming of the dust in the 
working faces by blownout shot.',, es])eci- 
ally when such shots react against a 
tamjiing of the co.'d alack." As to the 
dust in the gangways, instead of being 
the proximate, ^U'- Williams considers 
it the ultimate cause of explosion. "In 
the only known American accident due to 
the dust (the I'ocahontas explosion) there 
was," he says, "little evidence of initial 
explosive force along the gangways, but 
in the headinos o! dusty rooms there oc- 
curred a series of explosions that made 
the fact evident that fire du.st in head- 
ings is the cause of BO many accidents. " 
Other evidence confirms Professor Abel's 
view, that "a small adini.xture of gas 
would render inert dust explosive." 
Watering dusty roads with brine is re- 
coniiuoiidod to stop the formation of 
upper dust, but the best way of all "is to 
keep the roads clean by ballasting them 
at the outset with rock or alato free from 
carbon and by picking off the coal shaken 
from the cars." In such mines, "black 
powder should be avoided and the coal 
should be weighed, or, if the coal must 
be shattered, the dynamite cartridge with 
water casing can be used with impunity."

A ROYAL SCANDAL. 

The people of Hawaii have been thrown 
into a state of intonso excitement by the 

discovery thati the aovoreii.cn of that tinprt 
kingdom has been yuilty of bribe-takini;. 
The bribe-takor in this wise is of the 
"child-like and bland ' race of .-\li.Sin, who, 
liret Harte tells us, is peculiar for tricks 
that are vain. The sumiaarize<l facts that 
have led to the disgrace of the K.maka 
kinj^ are briefly these: Early during; the 
session of the last leoislatiiie a bill was 
iutrodiiced to license the .sale of opium. 
It was proposed to have two licenites at 
^<40,000 per annum each; and if there 
were more than two applications the 
licenses were to bo put up at aui-lion. 
This bill was referred to a select connuit- 
too, and near the close of the sossion the 
committee reported back a new bill, radi- 
callj' dill'erent from the former one, pro- 
posing but one license at 8150,000 per an- 
num to be given to whom the minister of 
the interior chose. In spite of the most 
strenuous opposition, the bill was forced 
through by what was kmiwii as "the 
Iviiig'a erowil," by a majority of one, and 
becjime a law by the king's signature. 
Karly in November, 188(i, one .luniiis 
Kaae, heretofore conspicuous for iiothiniu; 
except being a "palace hanger on" (since 
promoted to the oBico of registiur of 
deeds), went to a Chinese rice-planter 
named .-^.ki, .and asked hiiu if he did not 
want the opium licence. Aki »aid he did. 
Kaae then informed him that he could 
help him to get it, and that the first step 
necessary was to pay the kini,' the sum of 
600,1)00. but, that he must hurry up about 
it, because there were others trying to get 
the king to give it Xo theui. .-'^ftcr smne 
discussion Aki agreed to act upon Kaae's 
augj^estion. About the (3th of December, 
ill the afternoon, §20,000 were taken to 
the palace in a basket. The king .-(eeiug 
others around, told the hearers to cmuo in 
the evening. They came in tho evening 
ami met the king,, who directed them to 
see K;iae. Kaau h.oing present, conferred 
with tho king, then went to tho king's 
private office, and he there received the 
820,000, and put it in the king's private 
table drawer. A few days after the king 
stated to the owner t lu't he had received 
the ,?l.'0,0O(J. Shortly after a check 
on tho bank for 810,000 was handed to 
the king personally. The same day Kane 
returned it, saying they proforod coin t.i 
chocks. The samo evening the cuin to 
that amount was delivered to Kaae. .-V 
day or two later S.'50,IK)0 in gold coin and 
certiticatea of deposit, in two b.-i.skets, 
were taken to the palace and delivered to- 
gether with a present of a little baked 
jug, to the king petaonally. This com- 
l>leted the SGO,000. Finding how easily 
S(!0,000 was made, probably there were 
Home qualiUH of coii.icieuce aboul letting 
t he license go so cheap. Aki was there- 
fore informed tiiat .loliii .S. Walker was 
backing another Chiimniiin, and unless 
i^lo.OOO more was foi-tlieoining. Walker's 
Cliinaiiian Would tret I he license. .\ki re- 
luctantly raised the amount, and it wi'.b 
paid tfi tho king personallj. Shortly af- 
ter ho washorritied by hearing t hat Cluing 
Lung had received tho licenso. Since 
then repeated efforts have been made to 
have tho money returned. Its return has 
lit'on promised by the king, hut ifler 
\-arions subterfuges lie ban refused to have 
anything furtbiu' to do with Aki, and the 
money has not been roturn<fd. In the 
issue of May .'il.'st the (liixftlc pnhlishos in 
full the aftidavit of Aki. The statumeuLs 
t herein contained are anticipated in the 
above editorial Hinnniary.

harbors, etc., of the coast. 'I'lie CidLua 
cod or "'J.'ooaliiina," rock cod or ruck lish 
are lirat treated of at stMiie length and 
Mr. MowaL liaa this to say of the vat liali: 
Very little is know of these fish and they 
are suldoni met with on the Atlantic C(jast 
but they apjjear to bo numerous on the 
Pucilic, es[]ecially an^und the west coa.st 
of Vancouver, where 1 s;\w speciniens 
nioaauring two and half feet long and of a 
weight of about six pounds. .Several were 
takoij on trawl hooka, when tisliing for 
cod in do]itha of from thirty to lifty fath- 
oiiia cjf water; teniiieral urr riuiLjinL; from 
48' to 52'. The livei' i.i very large and 
rendora a great quantity of oil in coinpari- 
Bon to the size of the li.sh ; nuich more in 
fact than what is obtiiined from any or- 
dinary' cdd-fish liver. The oil is seldom 
extracted; only a few tish being caught by 
chance on the dog tish trawls. This oil is 
highly pri/.ed by WHtcluiiakeis as ;i luhri- 
Cftt^■)r, and cannot be e.'icellod as a giui oil 
on account of its beinga i)reventivo against 
rust. With proper sized lii>oks, these 
fish could bo caught in large nuuiboi's and 
a eood business done un account of the 
oil. The Bpawning season is in .June and 
July. 

The dogllsh ami lialil)Ul eacli receive 
good mention when the mcjst interesting 
portion of tlio appendix succeeds.

THB COD (OADUS MORBUUA. ) 

This fish is so well known on the At- 
lantic coast that it is unnecessary to refer 
to its haunts, habits, migration urse:iS(m; 
but, it is so little known here and so sel- 
dom caught that, when mixed with a mini- 
bur of other liah, it is hardly recognized 
as the true cod except by practical lisher- 
men. The true cod does, however, exist 
on the coast of British Columbia, where 
it has been known to fisliennen for years; 
but it is caught only in limited numbers 
around the dillerent inlets and bays wliich 
run into the straits, where they make 
their appearance in search cf foial at cer- 
tain seasons of the yejir. Still 1 am of 
the opinion thoy do not go there for 
spawning [mrposes, as the roe of the fish 
we caught was small and the lish jibnii]), 
with every appearance n{ being well fed. 
Considering the large luuuber.s of ilog liah 
which, frequent the shore liank.s it migiit 
be assumed that the cod run into these 
inlets in onler to escape being preyed 
upon. One reason which almost leads me 
to suppose they are shoal Bsh in search of 
food is thatthey were plump and .sj-nnnotri- 
cal, giving evidence I'f liaving plenty <if 
food. Thoy are marked witii vt_-iy dis- 
tinct-small black .spcjts (/n a bgiit b.ack- 
gruund, and resemble what is often c.illed 
the deep water cod on the Atlantic shore. 
Their food at that season of the year 
(October) njuat have beuii the "aardines" 
and hint or sand eela, thesi! being tiie cmlj- 
food tish 1 ncjticed in tlu'se u.U.ers. The 
water in the inlets, where the cod was 
taken, was generally deep; too deep for 
dog fish tf> inhabit, as thoy are coinnmnly 
found in shallow water. I'he natives only 
fish for cod during tlie winter niioitha, .say 
from October to March. During tliese 
moiitha the liali leave thu shorea of the 
Pacific and move up the head of the 
different inlets and bays .so as to escape 
the stdin^i'All'd rigors of the Pacihc win- 
tor, which are not, however, eijuid 
to the rough winter weather 
experienced on tlie .Atlantii' const. 
We caught no tish on the nullying liank.s; 
from what cause, 1 am unalile tn sa}'. It 
might, however, bo ailvauced as a reasmi, 
the iimnenso number of dug lisli uliich 
freijuent the shore bunks wbon; tliey 
gorge themselves with anylliiiig tli.it 
comes within tloMr reach, witlmul. evei- 
b«ing satialii'd. Thuir iii)iraij|jcaiaiice cm 
the shore bunks might also be occasioned 
by the scarcity of suitable food, a proper 
temperature of water, or tlie near ap- 
proach of the spawning seasmi, etc. It is 
said that cod prefer a tonipt'ivitui e rang- 
ing from .'ii") to 42' Fah. ; this is lower 
than any rcBulta 1 have uljtaiiieil, asthi' 
deeper I went the lower 1 fdund the teni- 
peratuce. Our lowest teniperuture on the 
shore banks was 47° and ib" Fah. at the 
bottom and 50^ to 55' on the surface. 
It in poHsiblo the fish had a better lonipor- 
ature a short ilistance fr'jiii whi:ie our 
lines were sot. Captain Ueveraux's letter, 
which i.s printod at page 2ii0 of the lirit- 
ish Columbia Inspector of Fishurioa' re- 
port for 1884, states that he found the 
tempoz^turo on this coast to bo from 44" 
to 80°, "and in iomo cases noticed the 
chanpfes to bo very suddenly marked, ah 
by a partition wall. 'I'liis, 1 shoiilil say, 
is part evident that thu bulk uf tish lie 
further off from._shoru, in i>laces where 
thoy finS A • more bcpmble temperature. 
The ovidencB, however, jioints t(i the fact, 
that cod exists in Uritisli ( 'nluniliia watiH'K 
and that they aro taken in the inlets anil 
oluse to sliore, altliougli n>>t in sullicieiit 
numbers to make a lucrative business of 
their hp.ing fislied alone. Thoy must, 
navertl{ipien, -occur in large numbers 
somewhere In the neighljurhood, and ak 
no great distanco. It must lie borne in 
mind that we have nearly 7,olKt miles of 
aeacoast in this proviiicu, subject t.u all 
the iofluiancM of the Japan currents as 
the Atlsntio'^tr'tb the gulf stream. Wo 
•re, moreover, ina.inore' northerly lati- 
tude than that in which the abundance of 
cod is caught on the Atlantic coast, and 
wo have iia great a varii^ly <il small 
fjsh and mollusks, which are iiec- 
oessary for the food of largo 
fiih. I' contend, there|ore, it will tak o 
nearly as many years to explore and »ur- 
voy tlie banks and develo]) the cod lisli- 
erics of British Columbia as it has taken 
t(> develop those of the .\tlantic coast. 
From insoriiiation j^'aiuud of the crews of 
sealing schooners, it is well known that, 
cod and silvar hake can be caught in nearly 
•very pwrj^'OfrBdhring sea'- wherb seals are 
tomdWVViS^'i^. y^^ a large

which are salted in the hold and broujjht 
to San Francisco, whera they are dried

lll.AOK r01> OR HKILL^ANOl'LOPOMA FIMBKLA..) 

This lish, 1 can safely say, is one of th^ 
best I have pot eaten on the Pacilio c6»»fc( 
and is equal to any 1 over k;\8ted on the 
Atlantic. Like many other fish on thi^ 
coast, it has differont local names,H!uolr:aB 
horse mackerel, candle fish, iSpaBttb 
inackeiul, coal tishv' bosKowe, blftpk *ooq 
and skil. As yet," they are 'little' known 
as an edible tish, and iiru seldom fished for 
but by Indiana, and then, for tlioir Own 
use. The young schi ol at certain seasons 
of the year in deep inlets and bays,aearch- 
ing for food, and resembluig veiy niUCh 
the tiiiker mackerel in appearance. They 
measure from eight to twelve inohof in 
length, and take the bait, although they 
are nut then deemed a delicacy. 

The full-grown tish aro taken in deop 
water, in average tide rips, whore, accord-l 
ing to the Hydah Indians, thoy lie all the 
year round. They feed on small fish and 
crustaoeana, appearing at. all'timetf to be 
ravenous: I' navei -•takdrr" dboklef ' from 
their stomach as largo as an average sized 
goose egg. Thuy grow to a length of 
about 50 inches and weigh about 25 
pounds, having very little otlal. As al- 
ready stated, thoy prefer deup waters 
ranging from 100 to 30O fathoma, whore 
the tides run strong and the. temperature 
ia eiiuablo. They take haiid-lihe hooks 
readily and could also, 1 feel sure, be 
caught with trawln during calm weather 
and at certain porioda of the yeiir. Thoy 
range all the way from California to 
Behriiig Seti, hut the (|uality is bettor in 
some localities than in others. At certain 
aeasoiia of the year they tare caught in 
harbors ofi' the straits df difTercnt growth 
and ages. Their chief habitat ia in the 
deep walora off the coast of Quoon Char- 
lotte aiul Vancouver Islands, although 
they lie nearer the (Juoeu Charlotte shore 
than that of Vancouver, wliich must bo 
on account of tho depth of Water. Ac- 
cording to .fudge Swan, the large-fish are 
caught in tho Straits of Fiicu, at a depth 
nf 80 fathoms of water. 

That gentleman's report to the l.'iiited 
States lish coiiiiuission on the "Black 
Cod of the North Pacific" (before pub- 
lishod in the columns of Tiik Colonist) 
forms part of the rejmrt, with a cut of 
tho ti.sh. Then are tiiMli.'d .succesaively 
the whale, the shark, heiiiiig, smelt, 
oidiiclians, whitings, Hat fishes, .soles, 
skatoH and jilaico, bait, ice, fur seal and 
harbors. Tho following is the 

conclw.sion: 

On reviewing (lieac remarks on tho 
coast of British Coliinibia with its 7,500 
miles of sea shore, atiidded with numer- 
ous ialands, and lined with bays and 
fiords, a(jiiie of which exteiul many miles 
inland, making nunieruus safe harbors 
for all sized crafts, the variety of fish and 
mamiiials which abound, the mildueas of 
tho suaamia, tho facilities for procuring 
wood and water; I cannot see but it niuHt 
be a favorable place for a colony of fish- 
ermen. One thing ia sure, no one need 
Htarve for want of food. 

Wore a colony nf fisherinen to emigrate 
hero with the prospect of receiving some 
subsidy or bounty fri>in the govoriiinent, 
fur a couple of years, on the (piantity of 
tish caught, I have iKi doubt whatever 
but that, under such ;t system, the fish- 
eries would be developed much (piicker 
than by any other mode. 

As already stated it was rather late in 
the season when we started on our ex- 
pliu-ation, and tho time at our disposal 
was too limited to projierly examine the 
extent of coaal we liad to go ovor in a 
sailing schooner at that lato period of tho 
>'ear. Should you intend to make a fur- 
ther exploration this year,I would suggest 
Ifering a bonus to the firnt aealing Bohoonor 
which finds and locatea good fishing banks 
aiijWliore outaido of fifteen miles from 
the coast. In order that no iniaundo r- 
st'inding occurs, tho schooner, on arrival 
port, aliould give notice of having 
located a bank with its bearings and, if 
needs be, be prepared to cor vey a com- 
lioteiiL man there to ti'.it it. .-V .sclionnor 
liirud by the departiiiont might Hjiend a 
whole summer cruising nnmtid in the out- 
side ucean without touching a bank, while 
these sealing schooners would''~be led' on 
tn them by the seals. '■ 

Appended is a letter from Mr. Yondall 
tn liiHpector Mowat and also onfe from 
Capt. O'Leary, of the I'athfliuler, on the 
harbors of tho west, coast of \'an- 
couver and Queen Cliarlotle Islands. 

Tho report, it is only fair lo say, re- 
flects the highest degree of credit on In- 
spector Mowat whoae heart is bound \\p in 
his work, to which he brings a long ex- 
perience, a thorough knowledge of his 
duties, and a rare degree of ability.
